Sea Supremacy 
Is Finally Lost 
By Japanese 


LONDON, Aug, 26,—(BUP)— 
The London Star reported from 
Sydney today that reports from 
the Solomon Islands battle “show 
very clearly that Japan has fin- 
ally lost naval supremacy in the 
southwest Pacific.” 


The Star reported that it could be 
assumed that the main fleets of 
both the United States and Japan 
are massing for a decisive show- 
down in the Solomons area. 

The battle, it suggested, may be 
“so big that the future may show it 
to have been another Jutland.” 

The Star asserted that Allied dive) 
bombers and torpedo bombers are} 
playing an important role in the 
sea conflict and that Japanese 
losses thus far indicate they no 
longer will be able to carry out a 
decisive challenge to the Allied sup- 
ply lines to Australia and New Zea- 
land, 

“The Japanese,’ said the Star, 
“are still able to get through small | 
reinforcements but any ambitious | 
large-scale counter-invasion ap- 
pears to have failed.”

NEW TYPES READY 

It is true that American airmen 
in Europe have been using a great 
many British Spitfires, but that is 
probably because American fight- 
ers have not yet arrived in suffici- 
ent quantfhy, owing partly to the 
shipping bottleneck. The US. like- 
wise has one or two new types 
which have not yet been seen in ac- 
tion and which may prove superior 
to anything the enemy has. 


In Europe, the middle east, the 
Orient and elsewhere Allied 
planes already have proved their 
worth, So have Allied tanks, as 
for instance in the North African 
desert, where they have been a 
potent factor in action against

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The Empire Sorrows 


The tragic news that the Duke of Kent 
has met his death in the performance of 
his duty has shocked and grieved the 
whole British Empire. 

There is no more sadness, intrinsically, 
in the sudden death of a Royal Prince 
than there is in the passing of the mean- 
est private in the ranks. But just as His 
Majesty the King, by virtue of his sove- 
reignty, is the pattern and symbol of all 
of us, so is the death of His Royal High- 
ness, in a fashion, the symbol of that vio- 
lent destruction which all our armed 
forces face and which so many have gal- 
lantly met. 

In sorrowing for the royal dead, one 
sorrows for all the dead, 

Millions will find it in their hearts to 
feel an outpouring of sympathy for the 
Duchess and the bereft children of His 
Royal Highness. There is added tragedy 
in the fact that the Duchess was So re- 
cently a mother. 

There will be tender and loving sym- 
pathy for Queen Mary to whose motherly 
anxiety for her subjects has been added 
a personal, family grief. 

And, above all, there will go out to 
His Majesty from all the Empire the com- 
passion of his people in an hour that has 
piled private sorrow upon all the dolours 
that daily rend his kingly heart. 

The Empire mourns with the Royal 
family. For George of Kent was a bonny 
prince with a gift for winning men’s 
hearts. 


Drastic Manpower Control 


Elliott M. Little, director of national 
selective service, tells Canada that his 
organization will expect the  public’s 


help in doing things, next week, that no 
one would have tolerated a year ago. 

Everyone, says Mr. Little, will have 
to go to work. And every man and 
woman in the country will be placed in 
the kind of work selective service be- 
lieves they should do. There is no 
limit on the authority of selective ser- 
vice in this regard. 


This is good news. The more dras- 


tic and more sweeping the manpower 
regulations turn out to be, the better 
the patriotic and intelligent Canadian 
will like it. 


Canadians have already seen how seri- 
ously the lack of manpower control can 
affect the country. For instance, had this 
control existed three months ago, valu- 
able fruit crops in various parts of Can- 
ada would not have rotted on tree and 
vine, 

Mr. Little should be assured that there 
is no limit to the sacrifice Canadians will 
make if they are assured that it is nec- 
essary and that everyone is being treated 
alike. 

The latter condition, of course, is the 
crux of the whole matter. It is the essence 
of recruiting success and the essence of 
the manpower control plan. 

Favoritism and special privilege, ra- 
cial or sectional or social, will damn any 
plan. The Canadian people will enthusias- 
tically support any measures, however 
drastic, so long as they apply to everyone 
without favor or exception, 


Danger in Caucasus 


There seems to be substantial reason 
for the current Russian warning of ‘great 
danger” in the Caucasus, 

The German armies are no more than 
forty miles, on the north and on the 
south, from Stalingrad. Today it is be- 


lieved they may have approached to 
within fifty miles of Grozny, the heart 
of the Caucasian oil fields from which 


the Soviets derive more than ten per cent 
of their entire oil supply. 

The Russians argue, with consider- 
able justification, that once Germany 
completes her conquest of the Caucasus, 
She will be able to release large bodies of 


troops for offensive and defensive oper- 
ations in the West. And that, of course. 
would make the opening of a second 
front in continental Europe more diffi- 
cult 

There is little profit in speculating 
along these lines, Beyond doubt, Pre-

That the most Hitler can hope from 
the capture of the Caucasian oil fields is 
the ability to prolong the war. With an 
unlimited oil supply, he may be in a po- 
Sition to continue the struggle for an- 
other ten or even twenty years. 

But—and this is the vital point— 
While the capture of the Caucasus may 
enable him to. make the war longer, it 
does not bring him appreciably closer to 
winning it. That is to say, even a major 
collapse on any present front could not 
be decisive one way or another. 

Heavy losses in Russia could cripple 
us badly. But the war has grown so un- 
believably extensive that the final deci- 
Sion cannot be rendered on any front as 
they exist at present. 

The danger in the Caucasus is doubt- 
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Planes Can’t Replace Ships 


less great. But it is not a vital danger. 
Nor should we permit the alarmists to 
persuade us that it is. It is merely a call 
for greater effort, greater sacrifice and 
greater faith. 


Why Tolerate It? 


Vichy is said to be fortifying French | 
Guiana heavily. Not only the notorious 
Devil’s Island, but other islands along the 
coast are being stocked with troops and 
equipment. 

The United Nations confess them- 
selves to be gravely worried’ about it. 
With all South America, with the excep- 
tion of Argentina and Chile, more or less 
committed to the Allied cause, French 
Guiana could easily become a dangerous 
base for Axis operations against that con- 
tinent. 

So the United Nations are distressed 

But why should they tolerate it? 
Vichy has shown herself to be an out-and- 
out enemy to the Allies. There is no doubt 
about the malignant intentions of Pierre 
Laval and Marshal Petain. 

Devil’s Island has been a blot on civil- 
ization for fifty years anyway. Good sense 
would seem to direct that French Guiana 
be taken over by the United Nations with- 
out delay.

Make Every German a Hostage 


FROM THE SUNDAY DESPATCH (LONDON), 


| The demand is growing that, 


the Allies should by repri- 
sal try to stop the German 
murder of hostages. 

M. Masaryk, Vice-Premier of 
the exiled Czech Govern- 
ernment, has called for the 
destruction of German vil- 
lages from the air.

This is the opinion of a group of 
men back in Canada from several 
| widely separated war fronts All are 
connected with Ford of Canada and 
all have first hand knowledge of 
the equipment situation in active 
theatres of war. They know just 
how important the pace of pro- 
duction in North America’s fac- 
tories is to the winning of the war. 


LIFETIME THRILL 


For three of these seven men 
their return to Canada was the 
thrill of a lifetime. C. R. Michaels, 
| Fred Hildreth and M. J. Bartlett 
! came from Singapore via Australia, 
They tell a thrilling story of nar- 
row escapes from death and of the 
| hectic day that preceded the fall 
of Singapore.

| ONE THOUGHT 

“In North America there should 
be only one thought in everyone's 
mind and that is ‘production..’ Sure- 
ly bombs in your own backyards 
are not necessary to convince Cana- 
dians that production is vital to vic- 
tory. I hope no one in Canada is 
taking the attitude, ‘It won't hap- 


gerous to the extreme. It is far

Southard said he was “in the last 
war and in two civil wars in Abys- 
sinia, but there was no comparison 


with the Hong Kong fight—it was 
really tough.” 
Hong Kong fell to the Japanese 


last Christmas day. Two Canadian 
battalions—the Royal Rifles of Can- 
ada and the Winnipeg Grenadiers 
—fought beside British and Indian 
troops 

Southard said that “to stop a 
Jap you've got to kill him—this 
is a damn serious war.” 

He did not see members of the 
two Canadian battalions, the Royal 
Rifles of Canada and the Winnipeg 
Grenadiers, after the base fell 
Southard said he was kept prisoner 
in his home where “the food wasn't 
too bad because we had bought it 
ourselves.”

“Regimental comforts shall not 
include food of any kind, tobacco, 
cigarettes, matches, lighter fluid, 
and alcoholic liquors, Each lot of | 
supplies should be accompanied | 
with the following information 
name of unit and location; list of 
supplies with values; and name and | 
address of the sender. |

HOW TO ADDRESS 

“Cases when packed must be ad- | 
dressed to the officer commanding 
the regiment and must be for free 
distribution amongst the men un- | 
der his command. The Red Cross 
representatives in London, England, | 
will be advised by mail, by the nat- 
ional transportation committee of | 
the Society, giving the case num- 
ber and other necessary inform- 
ation in order that they may ar- 
range quick delivery. 

“The Red Cross assumes no res- 
ponsibility for the condition of 
cases or arrival or for non-delivery. | 


Supplies cannot be delivered out- 
side of Great Britain,”

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Your Baby 
And Mine 


| By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
The early morning feedings, at 2 
am. or thereabouts, are the ones 
which should be dispensed with 
early. When the baby is first home 


| from the hospital it may be con- 
venient to nurse or bottle-feed at 
110 and 2; but at two or three 


months, if the baby is allowed to 
sleep until he wakens to be fed, 
it will be found that bis tendency 


is to sleep through the 10 p.m. 
feeding, waken about 12 and then 
sleep until morning. One cannot 


respect this tendency unless one is 
willing to allow the baby to sleep 
and refuse to waken him for a 
feeding. ‘ 

When this change is taking 
place it is very likely that just at 
first the baby will not sleep until 
| the dot of 6 am. This always 
| worries his schedule-conscious 
young mother. It need not. If he 
wakens at 5, feed him. After such 


| a lengthy sleep he will be in no 


mood to be put off longer. Then 


: | his next feeding may come at 


9.30 and the third one at 2, thus 
schedule 
again. 
| Usually this tendency to waken 
before the first morning meat is 
just a temporary one. It is, more- 
over, the only way in which we can 
accustom the baby to doing without 
night feedings. If wakened regu- 
larly he continues to waken regu 
larly whether he needs the food or 


not 

The really important thing is 
the daytime nourishment. If that 
| is satisfying to the baby he will 


be happier for long hours of un- 
| interrupted sleep and as for his 
| mother—she luxuriates in them 
The nursing mother may find it 
more eomfortable to nurse the baby 
once between 6 p.m. and 6 am 
And it must be made clear that if 
the baby wakens of his own accord 
he should be fed. Some babies de- 
mand a night feeding until they are 
| older than others and there is no 
more reason why they should be 
denied it than that sleepy babies 
should be shaken awake a 10 p.m 
-just because it is 10 p.m,—and 
forced to eat. 

Left alone after the 6 p.m feed- 
ing to eat or sleep as he pleases 


the well-fed baby will be found 
ready to abandon night feedings 
early. He should be fed regularly 


in the daytime and if he is’still be- 
ing fed at night at six months, 
there may be something improvable 
about the day-time feedings. It 
is a mistake to imagine that babies 
have to be fed at night. too many 
of them grow and thrive with only 
the four generous daytime meals 
Our leaflet, “The First Six 
Weeks,” indicates the average 
schedules for the average baby.

With about fifty more days of 
fighting weather remaining, 
the Russians are still clinging 
tenaciously to their positions west 


of Stalingrad, northwest of Grozny 
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XQ GERMANY

west Caucasus, There is no deny- 
ing, however, that the fate of Stal- 
}ingrad is hanging in the balance. 
Time after time the German at-| 
tacks have been broken, but still 
the enemy persists. More reserves 
are thrown in to fill the gaps made 
by the dead; damaged tanks are 
pulled out of the action, swiftly re-' 
aired and thrown back in again, 

{and the attack takes a dozen dif- 

ferent forms to bewilder the de- 

fenders. 

| Every trick known to 
man tactition has been tried. Fly- 
jing wedges of armor have been 
used to screen infantry assaults. Di- 
version attacks have been made by 
|parachute troops Infantry has

| ANXIOUS WEEKS AHEAD 


But so far all these ruses have 
ifailed to gain spectacular ad- 
| vances or achieve decisive results. 
| Nevertheless, the enemy is stead- 
ily inching closer to Stalingrad. He 
holds the west bank of the Don 
firmly and has succeeded in mak- 
jing a number of crossings in force 
Some of the units reaching the 
ast bank have been wiped out 
|or imperilled, but others are hold- 
ing their positions and receiving} 
reinforcements, 

The Russians are able to 
move reinforcements to the Volga 
|front, but they are not served by 
as good transportation facilities as 
the Germans possess in the south- 
eastern Ukraine. It is for this rea- 
son that they appear more intent 
on developing their counter-offens- 
ive at Voronezh and on the Mos- 
cowfront. They ‘evidently consider 
it wiser to immobilize a large part 
of the German strength by threat- 
ening other vital positions than to 
try and match the German mobility 
and bring greater strength than 
the Germans possess to the Cau- 
casus and Volga fronts. And in this 
they are probably wise. | 

It is, however, of paramount im-)| 
| portance that they hang on to Stal- 
jingrad for as long as possible, and 
there is no doubt that reserve 
forces are continuing to be drawn 
from the Urals and from Turko- 
man to distributing points on the 
Caspian Sea. 

These next six weeks 
very anxious weeks, not 
us, but for the enemy as well. 
There is little doubt now that his 
campaign in southwestern Russia 
is not going quite as he expected. 
He has left himself a very slim 
margin of time, and the most diffi- 
cult part of his operation is still 
ahead of him.

With so little knowledge of the 
Russian plans or movement of 
troops, it not possible to offer a 
soundly reasoned estimate of Rus-

But it is possible to assert that so 
long as Stalingrad holds, the Ger- 
mans will effect no penetration of 
{the Caucasus mountains. Already 
the battle for Stalingrad has taken 
such a heavy toll of German men 
and material that its eventual cap- 
ture after another two or three 
weeks of fighting would necessi- 
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considerable period of re- 
organization before the Germans 
would be in condition to develop 
another major offensive. 
GROWING AIR POWER 

At the time of writing there has 
been no official statement concern- 
ing the battle in which a British 
convoy is reported to be involved 
off Cape St. Vincent in Portugal. 
The Portuguese have descriticd a 
ferocious battle between British 
ships and enemy aircraft in this 


region. If such a battle took place 
it is not yet clear whether the 
British convoys represents a sec- 


ond installment of supplies and re- 
inforcements for Malta, or whether 
it is bound for another destination, 
Large convoys bound for the Mid- 
East via the Cape of Good 
Hope or proceeding to British West 
African ports do not commonly 
pass near the Portuguese coast. 
They steam well out into the At- 
lantic before turning south. It ap- 
pears likely, therefore, that any 
powerfully escorted convoy of 
British ships moving in the vicinity 
of Cape St. Vincent is bound for 
Gibraltar, and may proceed from 
there to Malta. 

If this were the case, however, 
we are likely to have heard from 
enemy sources that another battle 
had taken place in the Western 
Mediterranean. . 

The growth of Allied air strength 
in the Middle East is becoming a 
serious embarrassment to the 
enemy. Allied aircraft operating in 
the Ionian Sea damaged an enemy 
convoy, left a tanker sinking and 
shot down five of the protecting 
aircraft. Further efforts to inter- 
fere with British operations in 
Malta are being met by the newly 
enlarged fighter defenses, and the 
enemy is continuing to lose air- 
craft without obtaining important 
results, 

If the Allied shipping situation 
appears to be improving slightly, 
with new construction growing 
steadily and losses dwindling, the 
same cannot be said for the enemy. 
A statement issued by the British 
ministry of information says that 
more than a million tons of enemy 


shipping has been sunk in the 
North Sea and English Channel 
alone this year. More than two 


hundred and thirty-five enemy sup- 
ply ships were destroyed or cap- 
tured, and a hundred and thirty- 
five were damaged. These figures 
to not include the very consider- 
able losses inflicted on enemy ship- 
ping in the Mediterranean. 

The Allies have the advantage 
which the Germans do not possess 
of being able to subject their 
enemy's shipyards to continuous 
air attack and thus hold down the 
rate of new shipping construction, 
The loss of this shipping is a seri- 
ous matter for the Axis inasmuch 
as the European railways system is 
badly strained to meet the ab-
